KASSAS CITV, June 15.—A special to 


tho Tiim-n from St. Francis, Kas., says: 
A horrible tragedy was enacted abont 
nine milea north of St. Francis this 
morning. 
Frank Williama, a farmer, 


while in a lit of jealoua rage attempted 
to murder hia wife and Miaa Alice 
Smith and William Smith. He then 
beat the brains out of his two children, 
a little girl agod 5 nnd a boy aged II, 
with a hatchet, after which he blew hia 
own brains out with a revolver. Wil 
liams lost his firat wife last September, 
and on May 12th was married to Mra. 
Anna Kennedy, formerly Miss Dixon, 
who lived nearby and who had assisted 
in his housework for sometime past. 


Their married life waa very unhappy, 


and after about four weeka of turmoi 
the woman left him and went to live 
with a man named A. bmnson,. a 
neighbor. During the past week Wil- 
liama went to tho house of Swanson sov 
eral times, nourished a revolver, am 
threatened to kill hia wile and Mra 
Swanson. This morning the Bwanaon 
familv and Mra. Williams atarted to 
come'to St. Francis for tho purpose o 
having Williams arrested. On tlw way 
they stopped at tho house of C.O.Smith 
While there Williams appoareil on till 
scene and proceeded to settle the differ 
oncea between his wile and himself b> 
drawing a revolver and beginning to hr 
at everybody in eight. 


William Smith was ahot through tli 


cheek, tho bullet knocking out twoo 
his teeth and tearing away a portion 01 
the jaw bone. He waa aim shot twice 
iu the back, and may die. Miss Smith 
received a bullet in the breast, but for- 
tunately her corset arrested the bullet, 
and she suffered but a slight flesh 
wound. Mrs. Williams, the wife, re- 
ceived a bullet in tho mouth, but was 
not seriously wounded. 


Williams then rode homo, where ho 


completed hia work by Bmnahing the 
brains of hia two 
children with a 


hatchet and ahooting himself through 
thu head. Whou tho sheriit arrived 
Williams and the children wore dead. 
The coroner waa summoned and is now 
holding an inquest. Great excitement 
prevails through the neighborhood.
